Among 
the other new laws are several which 
are designed to protect children from 
abuse and Injustice.

visions of the new child labor law is 
decidedly unpopular .with a certain ele- 
ment-of the juvenile population of New- 
York city. 
This law prohibits boys 


less than ten years old from, selling 
papers and requires all under fourteen 
years to obtain permission from 
the 


school inspectors. It is estimated that 
:wo thousand boys and several hun- 
dred girls who now earn money by the 
sale of papers will be thrown out of 
employment by the enforcement of the 
new law.
